Background

The 78744 Youth of Promise Imtiative Community Youth Development (CYD) Program, formerly known as Southeast
Austin Community Youth Development (SEACYD), has been funded since 1996 by the Texas Department of Famly
and Protective Services (TDFPS) The goal of the Initiative 1s to prevent juvenile crime through the provision of
evidence-based prevention and remediation programs in the Southeast Austin 78744 zip code arca The evidence-based
programs authorized by TDFPS have been proven to be effective 1n preventing juvenile crime and are intensive 1n
nature, serving smaller numbers of youth and famihes than traditional prevention programs For the purposc of CYD
programs, evidence-based services are defined by imnal evidence, which includes published studies and research and
by ongoing evidence, including a provider’s documented success (formal evaluation) in meeting the performance
measures established for the CYD program

Reguest for Applications (RFA) was 1ssued on September 10, 2006 There were four (4) applications to provide
services 1n three of the four designated priority areas of the RFA - All were submutted by the prescribed date and time
deadline Each of the four applications was recommended for funding by the CYD Community Collaborative Review
Sub-Commuttee, compnised of five (5) members (51 % community residents from the 78744, community leaders, and
the Youth Advisory Committee ) The fourth program, ‘Parents as Teachers,” 1s not eligible because TDFPS declared
that CYD funds could not be used for parenting programs
